SALOGNKEEFPERS OF CINCINNATI 
DETERMINED 


TO KEEP OPEN DOORS ON SUNDAY 


The Police of Cincinnati Expected to Havea 
Very Lively Time Next Sanday in En- 
forcing the Law—The Mayor Talks. 


Crvcixnati, July 26.—The action of 
i the saloon-keepers yesterday afternoon 
in banding together to openly disobey the law 
next Sunday has attracted wide attention. It 
is due to the saluon-keepers association to say 
that it was not tne action of their organiza- 
tion, but of the mass meeting of the saloon- 
keepers. The association has taken the 
ground that each member should act upon 
hisown judgmeut. The mass meeting, while 
resolving to keep open, declared its purpose 
to bring to punishment all who closed their 
front doors and opened side and rear doors. 
It was also resolved, with the same enthus- 
iasm, that ail who may be arrested, shall meet 
at Turner hall and march 
inusic to the police court. It becomes an in- 
teresting question what the police will do in 
view of this open defiance of the law. The 
papers tcday publish the names of about two 
hundred who had signed the agreement to 
keep their saloons open next Sunday. 

Mayor Mosby. when asked what he proposed 
to do with reference to the action of the 
saloon-keepers, said that no new instructions 
would be given to the police. They already 
have instructions to arrest all violators of the 
law, not only once but as often as they are 
found violating the law. The police force will 


be strengthened, if necessary, to carry out 
these instructions. 
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A Man Carries a Red-Hot Stove From a 
House, 

BAttimone, July 26.—An act of almost un- 
paralleled furtitude this morning was that of 
Carpenter John Myers, which will probably 
end in the death of that brave man. Myers 
was at work on a building when a gasoline 
stove exploded within and the dwelling was 
threatened with fire. He rushed into the 
house, grasped the stove, around which the 
flames were leaping, and raising it to his 
shoulders ran out Into the street. Gasoline 
poured down his back and arms, and soon the 
flames were burning his tlesh, but he clung to 
his fiery burden until he had conveyed it where 
it could do no further damage. When he had 
dropped his burden bystanders extinguished 
the flames. THis back and arms were literally 
roasted and blood ran in streams from his 
burned body. ‘There is little hope of his re- 
covery.

ENCOUNTERING THE ICEBERGS. 


Perilous Voyage ofthe Bark Ivigtut—Forty- 
Eight Days in the Ice. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 26.—The bark Ivigtut 
which arrived yesterday from Ivigtut encoun- 
tered a remarkably stormy and _ pcrilous 
Passage, occupying in all forty-eight days, 
during which forty-seven icebergs were 
passed. She sailed June 6th, and on that day 
became fast jammedin an ice pack, the area 
of which could not be determined from aloft. 
Asftarasthe eye could reach nothing buta 
long waste of thickly packed tce could be 
seen. Littlo or no headway could be made. 
For seven long days and nights with great 
sufferings the battle with the ice continued. 
Finally the craft found herself gliding through 
clear water once more. On the following day 
the thermometer gave indications of ice again 
and it was but ashort time until twenty-five 
tremendous glittering monsters loomed up in 
full view. On the 15th, seventeen bergs were 
sighted, and on the 16th five were seen. 


CONSIDERING PARDON CASES

Deer PARK, Md.,fJuly 26.—The president is 
occupied this rainyjday in considering knotty 

ardon cases presented by the department of 
justice. Attorney-General Miiler brought 
over large bundles of papers this morning, 
some of which require early decision, and the 
president took them up to the exclusion of 
other business. The reports about Attorney- 
General Millerhaving a certainiyof the su- 
preme bench appointment are not credited 
here. It is said the president has reached no 
conclusion regarding Justice Matthews’s suc- 
cessor. The attorney-general insists that his 
visit relates solely to current business of the 
department, Heisthe guest of ex-Senator 
Davis, and may return to Washington Satur- 
day. 


BUYING THEGRAIN ELEVATORS. 
An English Syndicate Purchases Seventy- 
Eight of Them. 

Cuicaco, July 26.—Douglas G. MacRae, 
editor of the London Financial Times, is in this 
city, en route for home after a trip through the 
northwest. Mr. MacRae while in this couuiry has 
been acting as agent of a British syndicate which 
has been making extensive purchases of American 
frain clevators. The number which he bas 
purchasedis much larger than it was generaily 
supposed the syndicate had yet acquired, 

“Asagent of the syndicate,” said MacRae, “/ 
have purchased seventy-eight elevators in the 
Vandeusen system in the northwest.”’ 

‘*You bave been negotiating tor the purchase of 
some Minneapolis flour mills, have you not?’ 

*-Yas, I have been carrying on some negotiations 
inthat direction, but no arrangements bave yet 
been made for their purchrse.”’ 

As Mr. MacRaecis now on his way homo it is 
presumable that the negotiations are off as dis

FEEDING THE HUNGRY. 


Chicago Sending Food and Raiment to the 
Locked-Out Miners. 

CuicaGco, July 26.—Mayor Cregier, Con- 
gressman Frank Lawler, and other members of the 
relief committee, left here this morning with eighty 
tons of provisions and supplies for the Starving 
locked-out miners of Spring Valley, Illinois. There 
are about two thousand idle miners in the district, 
making, with their families, abort six thousand 
souls. The arrival of the train there this afternoon 
was greeted with great demonstrations of joy. 
Everywhere there were evidenees of the most 
vinching poverty and destitution. Men, women 
and children were most scantily clad in the ebeap- 
est materials, and there was a creat dearth of foot- 
gear among them. Their faces bore unmistakabie 
evidence of pigching hunger. These people have 
been locked ou® nearly three months, and are abso- 
jutely on the verge of starvation 


Human Skeletons Found, 
YANKTON, Dak., July 26.—A party of ex- 
— yesterday unearthed a number of 
1uman skeletons buried in Chalk Bluffs, ten 
miles east of Yankton, on the Nebraska side. 
Fifty skulls and swo hundred headless skele- 
tons were found, which local physicians pro- 
nounce to the remains of white people, 
children and advfits. The indications are they 
have been buried forty or fifty years.

A CYCLONE AT ANOKA. 

At Anoka the most terrible thunder and 
rain storm for years passed over the city. 
Three wooden building. were washed into the 
river. Much damage is reported by the wind, 
which appeared to be in the form of a cyclone. 

A tornado two hundred feet wide passed 
half a mile west of New Pracue at 3:30 o'clock 
yosterday afternoon. One house was dashed 
to pieces, tive railroad cars, wheat-laden, were 
thrown twenty feet from the track, and crops 
inthe path of the storm utterly demolished. 
No lives were lost. 

RAINS IN VIRGINIA. 

Staunton, Va., July 26.—It has been rain- 
ing almost incessantly for four days. The 
streams are swollen and a large quantity of 
havis ruined. One-fourth of the wheat crop 
in this vicinity is ouc in shocks and much of it 
is damaged.

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THE COLORED LABORER. 


He Ieceives the Same Pay as the White 


Laborer forthe Same Work. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 26.—The Trades- 
man has instituted an inquiry with reference 
to the value of negro labor in industrial chan 
nelsin the south. The inquiries were sent to 
three hundred leading scuthern manufactur- 
ers, representing blast furnaces, rolling mills, 
iniscellaneous iron works, mines, lumber mills, 
saw mills, ete. The replies were received 
Which represent 1,060 negro employes, of whom 
2,000 are skilled. The average wages paid the 
commen negro labor is $1.10 per day and 
skilled laber runs from $1.75 to $2.25 per day 
—though several correspondents pay coiored 
puddiers, heaters and rollers as high as $4 and 
25 per day and many furnaces pay as high as 
22.50. The replies, without a single exception, 
show that there isno difference at ail be- 
cween tiie pay of whitesjand blacks for the same 
class of work. Tho manufacturers are prac- 
tically unanimous in the opinion that for com- 
mon laborin the southern states the negro is 
more eficient and useful than the white, and 
without an exception they declare themseives 
yell satistied with the negro inthe factory and 
announes their determination tocontinuc him 
in his place. Many state that he is making 
progress in skilled work. The Tradesman adds 
that the condition of the negrois constantly 
improving and as an industrial factor his use- 
fulness is now recognized by all. 
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TALKING WITH THE INDIANS. 


Tke Red Men Are Opposed to the Govern- 
ment’s Proposition, 

STANDING Rock AGrEncy, Dak., July 26.— 
A council was held this evening, John Grass, Gaul, 
Running, and other prominent chicfs and a large 
number of Indians were present, Aiter some pre- 
liminary remarks by Agent McLaughlin, he intro- 
duced the commissioner, Governor Foster made 
the customary explanation of the act of congress 
and was followed by Major Warner. Both gentic- 
men made able speeches. The Irdians listened 
with close attention, but gave no evidence of inter- 
est in matters discussed, 

At the close of the counci!, howcver, it was an- 
nounced that fiftecn beeves would be issued, and 
during aconversation which followed with refcr- 
ence to the details, the Indians were tnoroughis 
interesied and finmaliy alithe chieissnook hands 
with evident good humor, The néxt council will 
be heli Monday. From conversation with many 
persons more or less acquainted with the Indians it 
is believed that iorsome weeks they have been 
talkiug the matterover anditis said they have 
bound themselves not to accept the governments 
opposition, as at Coeyenne the police force is prac- 
ealiy uBanimeus in opposition. Many 
of the employes are either mixed blood or men who 
have ior years becn incorporatedin thetribe. All 

hese mei, f.om the best information attainable, 
are believed to be using their influence to the same 
eflect. In spite of all cfforis of the agents for years 
past the Indians are still, in ali mitters affeciing 
the criginal interests, comutrol'ed by the wishes and 
advice of their chiefs. Many of these are men o! 
more than average ability, industrious and pro- 
eressive, and have for vears been successful far- 
mers,and it is: very difficult to aecount for their 
evident determination to oppose the bili. The com- 
missioners are fully aware of the obstacles to be en- 
countered, aud have stripped for the fight. 
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PAYMASTER SMITH’S TRIAL. 


The Court Martial Recommendsa Remission 
of His Sentence. 

WASHINGTON, July 26.—The finding of the 
court-martial in the case of Passed Assistant Pay- 
master Henry R. Smitb, of the navy, and the action 
of Secretary Tracy thereon, were made public to- 
day. Smith was the pay oflicer on board the Essex 
in New York barbor. On the 25th of Apml le drew 
21.209 of the pay funds, and was missing unill the 
Sd of May. He was charged with being alsent from 
his station and duty without leave, and pleaded 
guilty. The court sentenced him to be suspended 
from rank and duty for six months on furlough 
pay with the unan:mous recommendation that the 
sentence be remitted because of their belief that he 
was mentally irresponsible for his actions. Secre- 
tary Tracy approved the findings of the court and 
adopted its recommendation, remitting the 
sentence. 


Cornering Natural Gas, 

INDIANAPOLIS, July 26.—The Standard Oi] 
company is endeavoring to get control of the 
natural gas lands in Indiana, evidently with 
the intention of controlling the entire gas tield 
ultimately. It will be necessary some time 
soon for the pipe line companies of Indianap- 
olis, Lafayette and other cities to sink wells in 
new territory, and unless they secure leases 
for this purpose they will be wholly at the 
mercy of the Standard Oil company. Large 
numbers of Jeases have been taken in tie best 
gas territory near Indianapolis within the last 
two days, and itis believed it will be found that 
the Standard company already holds the most 
desirable land elsewhere in the hoosier gas 
belt.

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Harrisonburg Goes for License. 
HARRISONBURG, Va., July 26.—The munici- 
al election here resulted in the election of 
Voodson, license candidate for mayor, by 134 
majority. Of fourteen officers elected, all but 
two are fer license. More than the usual in- 
terest is attached tothe election from the fact 
that the city judge and the city council bad 
refused to grant any licenses after the people 
had voted in favor of granting them. 


Burning of Dry Docks. 

CINCINNATI, July 26.—This morning Cin- 
cinnati dry dock buildings, on Eastern ave- 
nue, in eastern part of city, burned together 
with considerable lumber. The whoie loss 
may reach $00,000; the insurance is said to be 
$40,000. Halfan hour before the fire a pri- 
vate watchman went through the building and 
says there was no fire there. This gives rea- 
60n to suspects arson.

AN, ELOPRMENT WITH A SEQUEL 


A Young Lady Charges Her Mind the Day 
Before the Wedding—She Marries the 
Best Man and a Tragedy Results. 


Crico, Cal., Juiy 26.—An elopement which 
occurred here'a few days ago culminated in a 
tragedy this afternoon. The wedding was to 
have taken place last Monday between a 
young man named Raymond Bierce, a son of 
a Sau I’rancisco journalist, and Miss Eva Ad- 
Kins, @ beautiful young lady, seventeen years 
of age. Lierce’s most intimate friend was a 
handsome young man named Neil Hubbs, and 
he was to have 

ACTED AS BEST MAN 
at the wedding ceremeny. -The day before 
the marriage was to occur, Miss Adkias left 
her home and went to a neighboring town 
with Hubbs, where the couple were married. 

They returned here the next day and this 
morning prepared to make a. cali upon tiie 
bride's mother, Mrs. Barney. Bierce heard of 
the intended visit.and went to Mrs. Barney's 
house before them. When Hubbs and his 
wife arrived, he entered the parlor and fired at 
liubbs with areyolver. Hubbs fell to the 
‘oor, but also drew a revolver and fired. 

FOUR SHOTS APIECE WERE FIRED 

when Hubbs ran out of the room. Bierce then 
placed the revolver to Mrs. Hubbs’s head and 
fired, inilicting a sevycre but not dangerous 
wound. Hubbs re-eutered the room and beat 
Bierce to the floor with his revolver. Bierce 
then dragged himself into an adjoining room, 
placed the pistol to his head, and blew his 
brains out. He lived about an houranda 
half. Bierce also received two bullets in his 
body, and Hubbs was shot through the abdo- 
men, the ball penetrating the spleen. His re- 
covery is doubtful, 

ONE CENT DAMAGES. 
Howard Jury Brings 

Verdict. 

JACKSON, Miss., July 26.—[Special.]—After 
being out two days, the jury in the celebrated 
Howard damage suit returned a verdict for 
plaintiff, giving him one cent damages. 

THE MAIN QUESTION. 

It is understood that the question of identity 
was the main question which caused the hitch 
in the jury returing a verdict. The plaintiff 
seemed somewhat disappointed, but the de- 
feodants are pleased with the result. This suit 
vas begun nearly three years ago by the Rev, 
Fredrick Howard, D. D., against sixteen lead- 
iug Baptists andthree newspapers. He was 
charged with being under an assumed name 
and ‘‘a mass of corruption.”’ 

A CELEBRATED CASE.

Depositions were taken on three continents to 
establish the charge of identity. The town, 
county and surrounding communities have 
peen greatly interested in the result, as well as 
Baptists throughout the country, one of the 
defendants, Dr. J, R: Graves, having more 
than a national reputation, and all being 
prominent citizens.

Fenry Bokamp 2nd His Wife Cruelly Treated 
by Scoundrels. 

St. Lovis, July 26.—The following comes 
from Gillespie, I1!.: While Henry Bokamp 
and his wife were riding near that town last 
Monday evening, they were taken from their 
buggy by an armed band of White Caps who 
took shameful Jiberties with the woman and 
strung Bokamp to a tree three times, the last 
hanging proving near fatal that he could 
only be revived by the administration 
of modicine. They then left him. 
The reason of the outrage is 
said to have been a mere suspicion that Bo- 
kamp had committed petit larceny. The case 
has been putin the hands of Colonel Oller, a 
criminal lawyer of Litchfield, who says that 
while at Gillespie yesterday } oking into the 
aifair, he was warned by aman, who claimed 
to be a captain of the White Caps, that if he 
came nosing around there he would get a 
thicker rope than the one they gave to Bo- 
kamp. The colonel says he will prosecute the 
perpetrators to the full extent of the law.

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THREE HOURS IN A CASK. 


The Horrible Experience of a Prisoner in 
Attempting to Escape. 

JACKSON, Mich., July 26.—David R. Palm- 
er, sent to prison for life for the murder of 
his wife, has been an exemplary prisoner and 
was given more than the usual liberties. This 
morning he was filling.a large cask with scraps 
when an idea struck him. He put a false head 
in the cask about midway of its length and 
then placing citizens clothes, and a hammer 
and chisel in the barre! .he got in himself. 
Another head was fastened to the cask by 
Palmer's fellow convicts and the cask was 
taken to the freight office. As it was being 
loaded on the car the freight handlers heard a 
wild appeal for pity, which thev could not at 
first understand. Fimaliy one of the men 
opened the cask and drew the prisoner out 
moredead than alive. Valmer was turned 
over to the authorities. He declares he would 
rather stay in prison for life than to undergo 
again sucii torture as he experienced the three 
hours he spent in the cask. 

A Wife Murderer. 


Troy, N. Y., July 26.—James McCall, of 
West Troy, surrendered himself to the police 
of that village this afternoon saying: ‘I have 
kicked my wife to death.’’ Ii was found that 
the woman had been terribiy &icked and there 
was 2 deep knife wound in her neck, which in 
itself was suttisient tocause death. She was 
found in her home lyingin a pool of blood. 
She was about fifty-five years old. The hus- 
band is fifty-seven years old. He says his 
head has been out of order for some time.

ForsytH, Mo., July 26.—Justice of Peace 
Johns has an office in the county building 
here. Whenhe entered it this. morning he 
found his books and papers had been removed 
and thrown into the muddy street. On his 
desk he found this notice, written in pencil on 
a piece of paper:

Sims is wanted for the murder of an old col- 
ored man bythe name of Josh Henderson. 
He was arrested once before, but escaped en 
route to jail. The crime was committed in 
January of last year. Sims went without 
requisition.

LABOUCHERE’S AMENDMENT LOST 


A Warm Discuasivn inthe House of Com- 
mons Over the Royal Grant—The Govern- 
ment Refuses to State Her Wealth, 


Lonpon, July 26.—When the debate on the 
royal grants was resumed in the house of com- 
mons today, Mr. Bradlaugh said he found dif- 
ficulty in discussing the question calmly when 
Mr. Balfour outside of the house denounced 
the objections as disgusting and sordid. The 
opponents of the grants ineant nothing person- 
ally discourteous to members of the royal fam- 
ily, but were simply acting within their rights, 
when they met the demands of the crown on a 
question of finance With a direct negative. 
Much of the argument favor of the grant 
vas based on the erroneous idea that the 
crown, under the civil list acts from George 
I, onwards surrendered its private prop- 
erty in exchange for the civil 
list. Neither George ], nor 
his successors, Mr. Dradiaugh declared, surren- 
dered anything. ‘The present royal family 
never surrendered anything of a farthing value 
to the country. The committee of inquiry had 
illicited the fact that during the present reign 
the savings upon certain under the 
civil list act, instead of being applied to defray 
charges ofother classes, had been handed to 
the queen without the authority of parliament 
and in breach of the statute. [Cries of *thear,”’ 
‘“hear.’’] Right Hunorable W. H. Smith, gov- 
ernment leader, had denied that the alleged 
Savings of the queen were over $3,000,000 but 
he declined to show how much money had

THE MAN WHO UAS EIGHT LIVING 
WIVES. 


The Scotindre!l Who Deceived Miss Lizzie 
Hall, in Griffin, Believed to Have Been 
Located in New York. 


From the New York Wor!d. 

A. Bentley Worthington, high priest of 
Christian Science and husband of Mrs. Piunk- 
ett- Worthington, the wife of the former editor 
ofthe International Magazine of Christian 
Science, otherwise known as General A. B. 
Ward,alias Ariington Buckingham Wadsworth, 
king of dead beats and husband of eight living 
Wives, is in a very tight place just now. He 
knows that he has been found out, and, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Plunkett-Worthington’s statemenf, 
is noW a prisoner in his own room, where he 
hopes to be safe from his former ‘‘friends,”’ 
whose female relatives he was in the habit of 
marrying. 

Worthington, as he calls himself since his 
arrival in New York last February, when, he 
says, he declined the Berlin consul-generalship 
rather than desert the good cause of Christian 
science, Was seen yesterday by three persons 
only. One of them is Mrs. Piunkett-Worth- 
ington, who is said to be his eighth wife, and 
who has induced him to remain in con- 
cealment and wait till the storm has 
abated; the second is. his barber, who 
gave him a clean .shave at his_ resi- 
dence, No. 15 West Forty-second street, yes- 
terday morning, Worthington not daring to 
show his face on the street, and the third pers 
son ig the World reporter, who saw him peep- 
ing from behind the window screens at his 
residence. W orthington knows that he is 
being watched, and he is trying not to be seen. 
Just exactly why he should keep in hiding, 
when, aceording to his own statement, he is 
not ‘‘General’’ Ward, nor Wadsworth, nor 
Wood, noranybody else who ever did any- 
thing wrong, cannot be explained. 

Two gentiemen called to see Worthington 
yesterday, bnt neither was admitted to his 
presence. Hesent word he was too busy and 
could not see anybody. He claimed to be 
preparing the August number of his maga- 
zine, but iustead of working at his desk, 
which is in the back office of No. 42 on the 
first tloor, he reinained up stairs all day. 

One man who had known Samuel Oakley 
Crawford when he went to school in Sauger 
ties, N. Y., where his parents lived at the 
time, thought that Crawiord and Worthington 
werethe same. He called at the Plunkett- 

Yorthington homestead, but was not ad- 
mitted, * 

The other gentleman who had known A. B. 
Wadsworth in tlie far west tnought that the 
description given of Worthington was the 
same as that of his old friend Wadsworth. He, 
too, called, but fared like the man from New 
York state, and had to leave the house after 
being assured by Mr. Worthington’s clerk 
that his master was too busy to be seen. 

*“T would be willing to bet almost anything 
in this world against nothing thatthe A. Bent- 
ley Worthington, who marr ied Mrs. Plunkett 
ou the novel plan a few months ago, is Majer 
Horace Oakley Wood, who, after warryinga 
beautiful young lady in Griftin, Ga., a few 
years ago, deserted her, but not without first 
cheating mearly everybody in town.”’ 

The above statement was made yesterday by 
Mr. G. C. Stewart,a former resident of Griffin, 
Ga., who lives now at No. 453 Lafayette ave- 
nue. When Mr. Stewart read the story 
printed exclusively in the ‘The World”? Mon- 
day, he Lecaine convinced that he knew the 
man. Yesterday afternoon Mr. Stewart cailed 
at the residence of Mr. John J. Plunkett, the 
former husband of Mrs. Mary Plunkett-Worth- 
ington, at No. 125 West LTorty-second street. 
Mr. Stewart said that he was positive that 
Worthington and Major Wood were the same 
person. Mr.Stewart had a photograph of the 
niajor in his possession and showed it to Mr. 
Plunkett. 

‘This is a perfect picture of my wife’s hus 
band,”’ fork Mr. Plunkeit. ‘‘Major Wood wore 
a mustache while Mr. Worthington shaves.”’ 

“This man Wood is a scoundrel, if ever 
there was one,’’ said Mr. Steward. ‘‘He is a 
forger, athief,a bigamist and a coward. I 
remember well when he came to our town in 
Georgia in the fall of 1885. I1e claimed to be 
an invalid with Jung troubles.”’ 

‘Always the lungs,” interrupted Mr. Plun- 
ket, **he can bleed from the lungs to perfec- 
tion.’”’ 

‘He called himself Major Horace Oakley 
Wood, and said that he eame from Massachu- 
setts. He always dressed in the latest fashion 
and was very agreeable. He became a mem- 
ber of the principal clubs, and wes even 
elected captain of a military company. lIf{s 
met Miss Lizzie Hill, the only child of one of 
the best citizens of the place. On the even- 
ing of August 31, 1886, they were married in 
grand style. Mr. Hill, who owned a iarge 
amount of valuable real estate, made his 
daughter a present of some landsontho day 
before the marriage took place. Shortly after 
the wedding was over Major and Mrs. Wood 
left Grifin ona European bridaltrip. The 
following day, September 1, they arrived in 
Atlanta, Ga., and there they remained for a 
few days. Whilein Atlanta Wood made his 
wife ask for a loan on her property in Griffin. 
The papers were drawn up and forwarded to 
my ottice in Griffin. A private letter addressed 
tome wherein the major called me ‘Dear 
George,’ accompanied the document. He 
wrote that he wished to have the matter kept 
quiet, as it might put himin a bad light, and 
said that the loan was made against his own 
will and that his wife had insisted upon draw- 
ing the money, as she claimed that her trous- 
seau was not what it ought to be and that she 
wished to buy some elegant dresses in Paris. 

“The loan*was made and the money for- 
warded to London. When the déed was tiled 
Mr. Hill became furious, but his noble son-in-— 
law managed to cool him down upon his re- 
turn from Europe three months later. Major 
W ood had a house built im Griffin, and there 
he lived in grand style. Mr. Griftin, the 
majors father-in-law. owned a: building in 
the city which had been occupied atone time 
as a bank. [In the spring of 1887 Wood got up 
ascheme to organize a bank in Griftin, ef 
Which he wasto be the president. Mr. Hill 
furnished the building and a number of promi- 
nent people in the town subscribed, One 
man, who was to be the cashier, advanced 
$2,000, another $4,000, and 80 ‘on. 
Mrs. Wood had relatives in Atlanta, Ga.. who 
were connected with the national bank of that 
city. He told his wife that he was 85,000 
short, and asked herto go to Atlanta and cet 
it from her kinspeonle. The little woman 
obeyed and was told that sho could have the 
money provided she would receive her father’s 
indorsement to a check for that amount. 
Mrs. Wood returned to Griitin and reported to 
husband. Thecheck was made out by the 
major, who told his wife that he would take it 
in person to his father-in-law for indorsement. 
Wood forged the signature and handed the 
paper to his wife again. The faithful and 
unsuspecting lady took the check to Atlanta 
again, had it cashed, and upon her return to 
Grittin handed her husband $5,000. That oc 
curred in June, 1887. That same eyening 
Wood gathered in all the money, amounting 
toabout $15 ,000, aud iu lisappeared,

NORWOOD TALKS 


ABOUT THE CRAZY NEGROES 
LIBERTY COUNTY. 


OF 


Zhe Daring Audacity of Edward James— 
Arresting the Dupes-—The People in a 
Terrible State of Excitement. 


Ex-Congressman Norwood has returned from 
Liberty couuty, the seat of the self-appointed 
Christ, A more complete demoraiization among 
the negroes of the county could hardly be brought 
about by any disaster, ie said, He was informed 
that the fiory of the terrible and brutal murder of 
the negro child wastrue. Seven ofthe leaders of 
the James fanatics have been arrested Mr. Nor- 
wood said that he wes informed that ‘our more had 
been arresied. Since Be!l, the while man, bas been 
out of the county Jamesclaimed to be the Christ. 
He procialms it everywhere, and the negroes 
fali down at his feet and worship him as 
they did Bel!. He holds meetings every day ata 
place near the homestead of Mr. George W. Wal- 
‘thour, before the war, bnt now unoccupied except 
bya few wezroes. At these meetings they gothrough 
their youdoo practices, which, Mr. Norwood -saya, 
fre shocking to civilization and to common de- 
cency. The negro James made a most horrible ex- 
posure of himself last Sunday, On the same day,a 
brother of Jamesand another negro, named Samp- 
s0n Carter, went down to the camping ground to 
indgice Jarestoleave there. ‘god negro” indig- 
mantiy refused to Go so and struck Carter. The two 
men clincled and the followers of James set upon 
Carter aud beat tbim unmercifully, They stabbed 
himinthe thigh and cut his legs from the knee 
down below the calf Carter was also struek on the 
head with a brick, which intlieted a woudd that Dr, 
Hiendre pronounces yery dangerous, 

EER 

Mr, Norwood said that he understood from ne- 
grocs who were present ait this camping ground 
that James ordered his tollowers to throw away 
their money, and they put it in bags and threw it 
away. Mr. Norwood saw a negro who found some 
of the money, andexhibited a bag with $14 or $20 in 
silver, Numbers of other negroes have found bags 
containing money which was cast away. James 
claims that he is God himself. He says that before 
Bell's spirit entered into him it lighted on the gate 
postin front of his house, and he had a good view 
ofit. He tuid the negrces that they had no use for 
money, and that if they wantel anything all they 
had to do was to go tothe stores and getit. On 
Monday Mr. Norwood said wsrrants were issued for 
the arrest of seven of the would-be murderers of 
Carter, and they were arrested. Jt is understood 
that one of the number is Edward James, The 
sheriff and his posse returned with four more of the 
neszroes yesterday afternoon, 

HEN 


“Yhe religious craze among them is unabated,” 
paid Mr. Norwood. ‘They are as wild and unrea- 
sonable as they were under the teachings of Du- 
pont Bell.” The extent of the craze, he said, may 
be imagined when they readily accept the declara- 
tion of a negro who has been reared among them, 
and whom they have known ali their lives, that he 
is God. James ts a justice of the peace, and last 
Saturday his court was to have been held, but he 
went down and dismissed the cases, saying that 
there is no necessity for any courts now, as he was 
going to lead the people to Canaan very soon. 
Many believe that James bas recently become in- 
sane, not on the subject of this re- 
ligious delusion, but that he =Ilost his 
mind before this took possession of him, 
and yet the negroes believe that he is God himself. 
Mr. Norwood said that he believes that the arrest of 
the leaders of the Crowd will have the eflect of de-~ 
terring oihers from assuming the leadership, and 
that the craze may be broken up. The negroes 
have been selling at a great sacrifice what little 
possessions they bad. They have been idle for 
two months. Their crops bave gone to ruin, and it 
will he a season soon when it is impossible to raise 
anything to eat, yet they have got to live, and at 
somebody’s exjyense.

CHANGING THE DEED. 
Mr. Mike Daly Somewhat Hasty in His Ac- 
tions. 

Maco», Ga., July 26.—[Special.]—Justice 
J.5S, Avant, of south Macon, and Mr. Mike 
Daly, a well-known citizen of that bailiwick, 
anda man ‘of considerable property, are labor- 
ing under the embarrassment of having to 
face a warrant charging them with the mali- 
cious destruction of a deed, and they will be 
prosecuted under section 4605 of the code, 
whieh makes such an offense punishable by 
sentence in the peniteutiary from one to four 
years. 5 

The case creates considerable interest. 
facts are these: 

On August”, 1888, Mr. Mike Daly executed 

adeed toa negro woman named Tamar Brown 
to a piece of property on which was a certain 
peach tree. A negro woman living on an ad- 
joining lot claimed that the peach tree was on 
her land, and forbade Tamar to take 
peaches off of it, but Tamar cor- 
tinued to pull the _ § frait, considering 
the tree was on her premises. ‘Tainar’s neigh- 
bor took out a peace warrant in Avant’s court 
against Tamar, and Tamar was required to 
pay $5.50, the costs of the case, and give 
bond. Tamar, bowever, continued to pull 
peaches, and her neighbor this time took out a 
warrant in Avyant’s court for trespass. Tamar 
did not answer to the warrant, and the justice 
fined her $7.50. Tamar demurred to paying 
the amount, and Deputy Sheriff H. C. John- 
son threatened to put herin jail if she didn’t 
pay. 
Justice Avant and Mr. Daly,so itis alleged, 
then instructed Tamar to bring to them the 
deed executed to her by Daly on August 9, 
1858. ‘lamar got the deed from Justice Ellison 
in whose keeping she had intrusted it, but 
before allowing it to leave his care, the shrewd 
Ellison took a copy of the deed in the presence 
of Mr. W. W. Chapman. 

When Tamar carried the deed to Justice 
Avantand Daly, Mr. Daly said the deed was no 
account, and he toreit upand gave Tamar 
another deed which he said was good. The 
original deed had never been recorded. When 
Tamar carried the new deed bearing date July 
22nd, 1889, to Justice Ellison he compared it 
with the copy of the original deed, and found 
that the dimensions of the lot in the old deed 
had been so changed in the new deed that the 
ground containing the peach tree had been 
cut off of Tamar’s lotand the cost of Avant’s 
court would thus indeed be fastened upon her. 

The dimensions of the property in the old 
deed were as follows: North 142 feet; south 
125 feet; east 151 feet; west 171 feet. The 
dimensions in the new deed are: North 2035 
feet; south 151 feet; east 146 feet; west 125 
feet. f

FRANK BLOUNT'S CRIMES. 


THE EXLCUTION IN VALDOSTA YES- 
TERDAY. 


He Confesses to Three Murders, One Rape, 
and Numerous Other Crimes—The Last 
Hours of the Prisoner. 


VaLposta, Ga., July 26.—[Special.|—Frank 
Blount was hanged in the county jail today. 
The drop fell at 1:19, and fifteen minutes later 
Dr. Barton pronounced him dead, and the 
body was cut down. His neck was broken by 
the fall. 

Bliount,|by his own confession, had been a bad 
mau, and had reveled in gore. He met his 
fate with iron nerve, but with marked humil- 
ity in his manner. A Const:iruTIoN reporter 
paid the doomed man several visits last night 
and this morning, and found Frank quiet and 
engaged with his devotions. The prisoner's 

LAST NIGHT ON EARTH 
was spent in singiug and praying with his as- 
sociates, Joe Lewis, white, and York Lamp- 
kin, colored, both charged with murder, and 
John Fort, a negro who assaulted another with 
a pistol. ' The singular fact.is that the three 
men in jail each admit killing their man, and 
each murder was committed with a pistol. 
When the men would express sympathy for 
Blount, he would, with a quiet smile, tell 
thei he had the advantage of them, as it was 
alisettled with him. At 9 this morning I 
found him pacing the corridor in front of his 
cel], hymn book in hand, singing and praying 
inalow tone. Frank accepted a bottle of 
wine and some lemons and squeezing the 
lemons into the wine, drank it with evident 
relish. Herefused a cigar, saying that he 
had 
NO TIME TO FOOL AWAY. 

At half-past ten, Revs. Y. C. Connor, J. Hi. 
Smith and Daniel Thomas, three colored min- 
isters, came in to hold prayer meeting with the 
prisoner. As he entered, Frank was lining 
out a hymn, and was leading the singing, in 
which several joined. Atthe close of the song 
he lead in prayer. Rev. J. H. Smith then 
read the twenty-first chapter of Revelation-, 
frequently interrogating the prisaner, and as 
he gave favorable replies encouraging and 
cheering the penitent murderer. Kev. York 
C. Connorthen led in singing hymn No. 557, 
‘Go Preach My Gospel.’’ After these services 
were over, the last rites were performed by the 
sacrament. The singing, praying and exhor- 
tion were continued some time, when Blount 

MADE THE FOLLOWING CONFESSION: 

“T killed Miller. Fshot him. I had never 
met him to know him before. I shot him be- 
cause he was mistreating my friend. George 
Hill was my friend. He cursed George Hill. 
I did not know that anybody had cut Miller. 
I was arrested in Florida for fighting. 1 shot 
aman named Charlie Woodward. We had 
been in a difticulty. I was tried in court and 
sentenced to the state prison for twelve 
mouths. J served my time out. I have been 
arrested in Waycross for gambling, and was 
sent to the chaingang for twelve months. I 
served out the time. I have heard that I 
killed two more men, but I never stayed to 
see. One was at Millen, on the Central rail- 
road. They did not arrest me for that. I 
don’t know his name. 1 heard he died. I 
pushed him off the train, and I heard that 
he died. 1 don’t know the other man’s name. 
I killed him above Macon at Griftin. Ishot 
him. Iheardthat he died. That was six or 
seven years ago. I have never killed any- 
body else. Ishot a man in Waycross one Sat- 
urday night, but Idon’t think he died. Iam 
about thirty years old. The preachers did not 
give me the knife. I found it here. I don’t 
know who broughtit. I don’t know whether 
it wasa man ora woman, It was not person- 
ally handed tome. 

HIS SCALY RECORD. 

The last part about the knife refers to the 
one found on him when he got out of jail on 
the 29th of June, and was run down and was 
caught at the edge of town. This is not the 
first confession Blount made, but it has the 
merit of being the last. Two weeks ago he 
told a CONSTITUTION reporter that he had 
served three years in the Georgia chaingang. 
He shot a man named Belote in Jacksonville, 
Fla.,,at the same time he shot Woodward. 
There is a reward for him now as an escaped 
convict from Dutton’s in Florida, It is also 
said he shot the sheriff of Dodge county in 
Eastman, but, though not denying it, he never 
admitted the crime. He had up to last 
Wednesday stoutly denied killing Miller, but 
caved in then and went to confessing witha 
vengeance. Heconfessed many petty crimes, 
and one rape ona colored girl. He was bap- 
tized by Rev. York C. Conner on the 22d, two 
months and two days after the crime was com- 
mitted, and expressed 

THE MOST PROFOUND SATISFACTION 
over his spiritual state. God had forgiven him 
all his sins, and went willingly and ready. At 
1 o’cleck Sheriff Harrell brought Blount out 
in front of the jail where he wanted to talk. 
His voice failed him, and Rev. D. Thomas 
told the crowd what Blount wanted to say. 
That he was converted and wanted to meet 
them in heaven. Blount then led in singing 
a hymn, and was taken back into the jail. He 
walked up the steps unassisted, with a firm 
step, and without the least signof nervous- 
ness or dread. The cap was drawn, the noose 
adjusted, and at 1:19 the soul of Frank Blount 
was ushered into the presence of its God. 
Although his neck was broken he died hard, 
and struggied several minutes. The pulse, 
however, failed rapidly, and in fifteen minntes 
he was cut down and put in thecoftin. The 
body wus buried at the county poor farm. 

History of the Crime. 

As the excursion train from Savannah was be- 
tween DuPont and Naylor, about 8 p. m., on May 
20th, George Lill was standingin the aisle of a car 
treating a woman toa giassof lemonade. Willinm 
Miiler attempted to pass by thems Hill refused to 
let him pass and, when Milicr insisted, drew bis 
knife and swore that no man should pass until that 
woman fihished drinking her lemonade. A quar- 
rel followed, and Hi!l struck at Miller with his 
knife. A bystander warded off the blow. He struck 
again and missed, The third lick followed rapidly, 
the keen blado ripping the tiesh alongthe lef side 
of Milier’s face, down into his throat. Hill turned 
and fled, Miile dropped his face oyer toward the 
Woufided side, the blood covering his duster and 
dripping freely over the passengers and the car. 
As he started down the car, Frank Blount, holding 
his pistolin both handsin front of his body, fired 
at Miller, the bail striking him in the spine. 

Chaos and panic relgned supreme, 

Miiler was taken into another car, and died the 
next morning in Savannah. 

Some one pulled the bell cord and stopped the 
{rain and Frank Blountjumped off and made bis 
escape. Several days later he was arrested at Jasper, 
Fla., Ly Marshal Hinton, of the above place, and 
Detective Stephens, of Waycross, Blount was 
traced to a negro boardinghouse, and the above 
oilicers called him to the door, when Officer Hinton 
tanped Blount on the shoulder and told him to con- 
sider himself under arrest, No quicker than the 
words left the officer's mouth, when Biount threw 
back his band to his hip- pocket and pulled out a 38 
Smith aud Wesson pistol, but the officers were too 
quick forthe murderer and placed a pair of iron 
bracelets on him. Le was brought here on Monday 
and jailed. 

On Tuesday, the 28th,a week and a day after the 
crime, he was arraigned. Wednesday at eleven the 
case wenttothe jury. Within twenty minutes after 
retiring a verdictof guilty was agreed on, but two 
were for mercy and ten were not. On this point it 
took six hours to agree. 

Thnralay evening at 5 o'clock the doomed pris- 
oner, Frank Blount, was brought into court to re- 
cciye sentence. When asked if he had anything to 
say why sentence of death should not be pro- 
nounced, Blount forthe first time began to show 
signs of uneusivess. and with his lips slightly 
drawn, he slowly and pathetically shook his head, 

Judze Hansell then proceeded to review the trial 
and verdict, stating in substance, in a touching 
manner, that Blount was among those unhappy 
mortals who may contemplate with certainty the 
time and manner of their death, Ee must go into 
eternity, and that quickly after the man whom he 
had ruthlessly cut down and sent to his jndgment 
without a moment’s warning. The judge then 
passed the sentence of death, ordering that Blount 
be contined in jail in Valdosta until the 26th day of 
July, when, in that jail or in that immediate vicin- 
ity, be “hanged by the neck until you are Cead; and 
may the great Goa have mercy on your soul!” 

Biount received the scnience without a quiver or 
or twitch of muscle—but for @gentle swaying of the 
boly he might have been a carved image: Every 
eye in the crowded room was on him, and in many 
a face there couid be seen more evidence of agita- 
tion than was shown by the condemned and red« 
handed murderer, 

On June 29ih, Frank sueceeded, by a clever piece 
of strategy, in getting out of the jailand temporarily 
making his escape, but he was run down and 
caught and pui back in jail. Atter this he was kept 
in irons. 

During hisimprisonment Frank was visited by 
colored clergymen frequently, and be confessed 
conversion and forgiveness of his sins. On Monday 
last, the 22d inst, he was baptized in the jailby Rey. 
York Conner. 

Although Frank professed religion, and said he 
wes going to Heaven, he talked quite bitterly several 
He said if he had known 


what they were arresting him for in Jasper, he 
would killed him aman sureenough. And he said 
also if he had only succeedad in making his escape 
when he made tbe attempt, he would not have been 
gone long. He would have fixed himself ina few 
days and returned to Valdosta, and then he would 
have E:lied him a mad, ete.

T. F. O’Donohoe Accidentally Kills Harrison 
Williams.

PENETRATING THE NEGRO’S HEAD, 
just above the left eye, striking the brain, and 
causing instant death. The coroner’s jury 
rendered a verdictof manslaughter. O’Don- 
ohoe has left for parts unknown. Considerable 
excitement was caused among the negroes in 
the locality, anditis generally believed that 
O’Donohoe’s hasty action was the result of too 
much red-eye.

A few hysterics have 
wofessed wonderful cures, and many others 
bare given him certificates of cure, and finally 
returned to the family physician for the treat- 
mentofthe same ailment. These are facts 
undeniable, and are a reflection on any intelli - 
gent community.

Hie Does Not Believe in Giving Rope to the 
Liquor Men, Who Would Soon Ride 
Rough-Shod Over the State.

SANDERSVILLE, Ga., July 25.—[Special.'—l 
met Hon. C. R. Pringle this afternoon and re- 
quested his views uponthe subject of tem- 
perance legislation referred to in THE CONSTI- 
TUTION. The following is the introduction : 

“What have you to say about Mr. Foute’s 
bitl, or the bill he proposes to introduce ?”’ 

‘Well, Mr.cFoute gives good reasons for{in- 
troducing the bill, and with the scope, he pro- 
poses to give it, will bea goed bill upon the 
rinciple that “half a loaf is better than none.”’ 

Vhile the sale of liquor may be controlled to 
some extent in incorporated towns and cities, 
yet’ its sale as a beverage is a curse and is 
‘dangerous’. to any town jor city, and Mr. 
Foute is right when be says: ‘When the® peo- 
ple have no protection the sale of whisky is 
dangerous.’’’ 

‘Mr. Foute says if this bill had been passed 
at the beginning of the present session it would 
have saved the siate twenty-tive thousand dol- 
lars, how is that ?”’ : 

“Well itis justas he says it would have 
saved a great deal of local legislation? It was 
to save local legislation that the State Tem- 
perance convention recommended a state law 
last vear among other reasons.” 

“What was the other reasons?” 

“One reason was that the jug {trade could 
not Le stopped any other wav. Now, take 
Bartow county asan example. The people of 
Bartow have voted for prohibition because 
they thought it would benetit their county, 
they wanted it. Then a few men in Gordon 
county Set up barrooms near the line of Bartow 
and say in eifect: ‘We know the people of 
Bartow voted for prohibition but they shall not 
have it.’ In th?s way one county that is al 
lowed to se can debauch half a dozen other 
counties around it, and they are doing that 
very thing nearly all over the state. Another 
reason for a state law is that the prohibition- 
ists know that over three-fourths of the coun- 
ties of the state have been benefitted (notwith- 
standing the jug trade), and they are anxious 
toextend the benetitsto other counties not 
now under prohibitory laws. These are the 
main reasons without going into details for ask- 
ing for a state law.’’ 

"The State Tempeaance convention of last 
year, you say, recommended a state law. What 
will they recommend this year?’’ 

“They will not meet this year. Ihave re- 
cently written to the executive committee of 
the state, and thay are almost unanimous in 
thinking there is no need of a convention this 
year, because the recommendation was made 
to the members of the present legislature and 
there would be no use in asking them to do the 
same thing again. I could give other reasons 
for holding noconvention this year, but let 
this suftice.”’ 

“| see that Mr. Morgan, of Pulaski, intro- 
duced a bill by request to regulate the sale of 
alcohol. What do you say about that ?’’ 

‘Well, from what little L see of the bill, I 
suppose it allows al! drug stores to sell whisky. 
I think there are not less than one thou- 
sand drug stores now in the state, and if that 
bill should become a law, I think tie number 
might be increased to ten thousand in a short 
time, and if the title of the bill should be, ‘A 
bill to increase the numberof drug stores in 
the state,’ it would be a more appropriate title 
than the one it is said to have, to wit: ‘A bill 
to regulate the saleof alcoholin prohtbition 
counties.’ 

The prohibitionists think they havealready 
regulated the sale of alcohol iu prohibition 
counties by voting it out, and we don’t want 
any other regulation. If the committee on 
temperance fai's to kill this bill, the house 
ought to killit as dead as hector. This game 
toallow all the drug stores in the state to sell 
spirituous liquors is an old one; it has been 
tried often; it won't go down.’’ 

“Well, what about the DuPont bill; 
that pass °?’’ 

“As a matter of course, I am opposed to the 
passage of that bill, if Il understand the facts. 
[ have learned from parties living in that county 
that their present high license  prohi- 
bition law was working well, and 
had been a great benefit to the county. I 
cannot understand how it is that ‘‘amongst 
jhe reasons urged”’ for passing this bill is, says 
the memorial that the people of the county 
‘did not vote on the’ question,’ when they 
now want to repeal the law anddo so by not 
allowing the people to ‘vote on the question.’ 
But I can understand how a wet mayor and 
council and a few interested parties want to 
sell itin DuPont regardless of the wishes of 
the balance of the county ‘under alicense to 
be fixed by the [mayor and councilmen.’ ‘The 
memorial goes on tosay that they(the memorial- 
ists) ‘are satisfied that prohibition does not 
prohibit.” Many anti-prohibitionists appear 
to be satisfied of that, butin this enlightened 
age when three-fourths of the white people 
and quite a large proportion of the colored peo- 
ple of the state know that prohibition does 
prohibit, and they know it because they have 
tried it, to use this old stereotyped phrase that 
‘prohibition does not prohibit’ is about as 
profitable as ‘singing psalms to a dead horse.’”’

Phases of the wae Problem. 

Our readers have been kept advised from 
time to time of the remarkable develop- 
ments of barbarism that have been taking 
place among the negroes in Liberty county 
and in other sections of the state. 

These negroes are not less civilized than 
the average negroes in the country 
districts of the south. The white people of 
Liberty county have long been noted for 
their piety, their refinement, and their at- 
tainments. ‘They are descended from Puri- 
tan stock, and from the settlement at Mid- 
way have sprung some of the most distin- 
guished men of the country. Statesmen, 
soldiers, lawyers and literary men have 
come out of Liberty, and there is no reason 
to believe that the negroes there are any 
more ignorant than the average of their 
race in any part of the south. If they are, 
it is not because they were left to them- 
selves as slaves, but it is because they have 
deliberately relapsed into barbarism. 

Never were there more fortunate bonds- 
men than those that fell to the care and 
keeping of the pious and refined Puritan 
families of Liberty. Their spiritual as 
well as their temporal welfare was looked 
after most assiduously, and, although the 
negroes then largely outnumbered the 
whites, as they outnumber them now, the 
missionary temper of the white people of 
Liberty did not permit the blacks to suffer 
for lack of religious teaching. 

But what is the result? Not many wecks 
ago a white man from Ohio made his ap- 
pearance in Liberty county, and he was at 
once hailed as a Messiah by the blacks, who 
left their work and followed him about the 
country. This man, who is as crazy asa 
loon, told the negroes that on the 16th of 
August he and his followers would ascend 
to heaven. On the strength of this, the 
blacks left their work by the hundred and 
followed him about the country. Labor was 
demoralized, and the negroes were so 
wrought on by their superstition and their 
religious fanaticism that the, white people 
feared the worst. 

Finally the Ohio crank was captured-and 
lodged in the lunatic asylum, but no sooner 
had he disappeared than his place was taken 


up by a negro justice of the peace named, 


Edward James. This negro went into a 
trance, and when he awoke he aunounced 
that the spirit of Dupont Bell had entered 
his body, and that henceforth he was to be 
the leader. This statement was accepted as 
true by Bell’s followers, and they flocked 
after James, who, at last accounts, was 
going through Liberty county demoralizing 
the blacks and raising pandemonium. 

No sooner had James announced that he 
Was Christ than he stripped off his clothes 
and carried on his work unembarrassed by 
garments: of any kind. To his principal 
disciples he gave the right to set up harems, 
and he hiniself has in his train a number of 
concubines. Children have been sacrificed 
by his orders, and a number of negroes 
have been beaten to death under the pre- 
tence that they were possessed of devils, 
Where this outburst of fanaticism will end 
no one knows. 

These manifestations and developments 
are buta part of the negro problem with 
which our republican friends deal so lightly 
and flippantly. They are only a few of the 
results that grow out of a situation bristling 
with dangers that are by no means of a 
political nature. 


Two Opposing Decisions, 

A recent pension decision in the case of 
one A. L. Kanke will not hold water. Ranke 
disabled himself by putting a lighted pipe 
in his pocket. The federal officials hold 
that it is not a part of a soldier’s duty to 
smoke, and chat it is gross carelessness for a 
man to put a lighted pipe in his pocket. 

This ruling is contrary to precedent. The 
St. Louis Repubiic recalls the case of John 
P. Davis, a hospital nurse, who attempted 
to steal brandy, but took aconite by mis- 
take, and disabied himself. Davis got his 
pension because it was held that he was in 
the line of his duty when he was engaged 
in simple recreation, and was not violating 
@ positive military rule. 

Undoubtedly Ranke, when he smoked 
and put a hot pipe in his pocket, was stick- 
ing to duty as closely as Davis when he 
tried to sample the hospital brandy and got 
aconite by mistake. If it was right to pen- 
sion Davis it is right to pension Ranke. 

In the interest of other smokers and tip- 
plers among the federal veterans it is im- 
portant that this matter should be made clear. 
Will the pension bureau in future follow 
the precedent in the Ranke case, or the one 
in the Davis case?

Queer Business Methods, 

Some of the newspapers are discussing a 
strange case reported from New York. No 
mames are given, but that does not matter. 

It seems that a solid manufacturing firm 
of high standing sent out circulars to their 
customers announcing that they would be 
compelled to suspend payments, and prom- 
ising a statement of assets and liabilities. 

This intelligence was a surprise to busi- | 
mess circles, and everybody wondered how 
the unfortunate manufacturers had become 
involved. Two days later the supposed 
bankrupts sent out another circular stating 
that they had just won ¥06,000 on the turf, 
and would pay their creditors in full, and 
continue their business, 

The supposition is that these solid business 
men had become insolvent through gam- 
bling, and in a moment of desperation had 
made a bold venture and recovered their 
losses. They followed the example of the 
fellow who, when his eyes were scratched 
out by the briars, jumped into the patch 
and scratched them in again.

Education and Labor. 

Several important-conventions represent- 
ing the interest of education and labor have 
been in session this summer. 

There never was a time in this country 
when education commanded such general 
attention, and there never was a time when 
labor was such a power in the land. 

Much of the unhappiness in this world is 
the result of the antagonism between these 
two great interests. Labor complains that 
education causes men to despise toil and 
seek light occupations. Education, on the 
other hand, complains that labor is unreason- 
ably prejudiced and indifferent. 

Until we reconcile education and labor 
neither will do its perfect work. The child 
of wealth and luxury must be taught from 
the primary school to the university that 
labor, hand work as well as brain work, is 
honorable; that it feeds us all, produces 
everything, builds up the substantial part of 
civilization, and is animated by a sense of 
duty, a clear intelligence and a sound 
morality that ennoble its toilers and place 
them in this republic upon a plane of 
equality with the more favored sons of gor- 
tune. The poor man’s child, condemned by 
unfavorable circumstances to a life of hard 
work, should be taught that education will 
brighten the gloom of his poverty, lighten 
his tasks, quicken every faculty and im- 
pulse, and make life worth living. 

Education and labor must respect and 
help each other, join hands and work to 
gether, or that worst of evils will come 
about—the division of society into classes 
and masses, distrustful, unsympathetic and 
hostile, 

This is one great phase in the educational 
and labor problems. The best way to make 
education popular and general is to make 
the scholar and the artisan both understand 
that each admires and respects the other’s 
skill, and would willingiy acquire his in- 
formation and his methods. When men 
come to this understanding education will 
sit up all night to do something for the in- 
terests of labor, while labor will go down 
into its pockets and cheerfully help build 
school houses and colleges. 


Deal Justly With the Teachers. 

The point is made by a prominent public 
school official that our teachers have t 
wait too long for their salaries, 

In consequence of a defect in the law, or 
a hitch somewhere, the school fund makes 
its way to the teachers very tardily, and in 
fact about a year behind time. Inthe rural 
districts the teachers are compelled to have 
their money, and they sell their contracts at 
a discount of about twenty per cent. 

This is all wrong. A system should be 
adopted under which the school salaries can 
be paid quarterly. The teachers are very 
poorly paid at best, and they need every 
dollar of their money, and are entitled to it 
when it is due.

Branch Colleges. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., Jnly 25, 1889.—Editors 
Constitution: Upon rcading the remarks of Dr. 
Nunnally and Dr. Candler in your issue of the 21th, 
made before the legislature, it ocurred to me that 
the branch college3 were argued against in a way 
that they little deserve. Of the many things that 
could be saidin their favor, not one illustration 
was given. Asone of the first teachers in the first 
brauch college that was inaugurated in jthe state, 
to-wit: “The North Georgia Agricultural college, 
I propose with your permission, to show that they 
inno way conflict with the State university or 
Emory or Mercer. The branch colleges reach a 
class of young men, who it they were not given the 
advantages of their open doors, it is safe to say, 
would never reach the three colleges above men- 
tioned. Togo tothesecoliegesis too far off from 
their base of supplies) The fact that they do not 
go tothe university after they finish at the branch 
college in no way diminishes the annual number 
attending at Athens, for they never would have gone 
there from the section of country they lived in, 
ifeven the branch college kad never gone to them. 

I doubt if the idea was originally in the minds of 
the founders of the branch colleges that they should 
become feeders to the’ university. The fifteen 
thousand dollars that has been expended for tiie 
branch colleges will not in any Way deteriorate 
from the attendance at the higher colleges, for if 
the young man who has secured his certificate, 
which with pardonable pride he considers ‘‘his di- 
— ” faiis to go to the university and in this wey 

‘come a feeder, he does not neglect to gainto the 
surrounding counties and teach some of the 465,738 
children that Dr, Candler says reside outside of the 
citiesanditowns. Someof these after they develop 
atasie jor study, may have parents who are better 
abie to stand the expense of sending them to 

thens, Oxtord or Mercer, and in the not distant 
tature, they will matriculate at the university, and 
in this way will the branch colleges be feeders. 
idauking this view. how can the branch colleges 

ripple the patronageof the university? It makes 
the applicant for higher education better 
prepare l to reccive the more perfect instruction of 
the university. Iwould like tosee the legislature, 
if financially able, found a branch college in each 
concressional district. These will furnish an army 
of young men who will scatter out into the adjoin- 
ing counties and teach summer schoolsto secure 
funds to prosecute their studies in the winser at the 
congressional college or gotothe university. The 
children he teaches will, in their tarn, as they get 
older, attend the branch col! ese. 

In this way can the legislaiure kill two birds with 
one stone. Both tbe common school problem and 
that of securing teachers to till the chairs in these 
county common schoolsis solved and the higher 
colleges not inter’ered with, but only furnished bet- 
ter material to work on should any attend who had 
heen tothe braneh colleges. In this way will 
Georgia assist tbe physical, mentaland moral de- 
velopmentof the number Dr. Candler meniions, 
and “high minded men will constitute thes 
and ilifreracy will be a thing of the past. Itis but

ii iayor of their respective institutionsand look 
with distrust upon multiplying them, but. as a 
graduate of Emory coliege, i say multiply them.

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The Experiment of Coeducation. 

Epirors ConstTiTutTIon: While the question 
ofadmitting young women to the Georgia State 
university is under consideration, it mz ay be worth 
while tocall attention to the resuits of the joint ed- 
ucation of yhe sexes in otherstates. The University 
of Texas has for soine years been coe lweatioual in 
allits departments. At its recent commencement 
the address to the graduates was made by Hon, §S. 
B. Maxey, ex United States senator. He said: 

To the female students I beg to say that coeduca- 
tion of ihe sexesis no longer an experiment. It is 
a proved succe-s. The just relations between the 
sexes are better understood than ever before in the 
world’s bistary. Woman, without loosening her hol d 
onthat knightly respect and courtesy with which 
she has always been treated in our favored | at d, 
has proven hers af intellectually a formnidabe com- 
petitor of that sex which. in the very olden, distant 
time, proclaimed mat to be the lord of human kind. 
adlere, as e}sewhere, she has proven her right and 
ability tocompete for honors. ‘The moral influence 
of coeducation is greet and beneficial to both sexes. 
The attention paid to female education during the 
present century, and especially in the last halfofit, 
isa hizh evidence of advaucing civilization. Whilst 
I avhor that unfeminine, coarse-grained movement 
wh leh seeks tothrust the female sex intoactive 
political duties, I yet glory in the civilization which 

educates the girl equally with the boys, and gives 
employment to the woman equally with the man 
in all stations for which by nature and edneation 
she is fitted.

BE PATCHED UP CONSIDERABLY.

The Bill isthe Main Topic of Discussion in Legis- 
lative Circles—The Betterments Question is 
Troubling Some Wise Men—Some Proposed 
Amencments, 


The Western and Atlantic bill, the speciai 
order for next Tuesday, is the leading topic of 
discussion in legislative circles. 

The substitute bill is itself a coat of many 
colors. The original bill, No. 65, was sawed 
off and added to until nothing but the caption 
was left to identify it. 

Now, the substitnte bill is to be patched and 
ve-patched., Several members of the commit- 
tee are at work on amendments for it, and the 
- ‘@iscussion in the house, beginning Tuesday. 
“will probably take up the remainder of the 

Ww 


Even Chairman JRankin, who did more 
work than any other member of the commit- 
tee to get the substitute billin shape, said 


yesterday: 
“Section 3 will have to beamended. The 


trouble is simply that the section guarantees 
that the road shall be in as good condition 
over a year from now as it is today. The 
auestion of betterments is concerned in that, 
and the state can’t afford to guarantee such a 
thing.’’ 

“Wiat will you suggest about it?” 

“*] don’t know, exactly. I amat work on 
that now, and will be from now until Tues- 
day. We may go back to the corresponding 
terms of the original bil!, and advertise with- 
out any such guarantee, Certain it ts, though, 
that the third section must be changed.”’ 

Mr. Huff said: 

“T shall introduce an amendment that only 
so much of the realty be leased as is absolute 
ly necessary for the operation of the road, 

iat will help coufine the betterment ques- 
tion of the future, if it does not avoid it alto- 
gether.” 

“Wbat do you propose doing with the other 
Tealty ?”’ 

‘Sell it and help pay the state’s debt.”’ 

“What about the third section?” 

“It will have to be changed. The state 
can’t guarantee that at the expiration of the 
present leave the road will be in as good condi- 
tion as it is now.” 

Mr. Atkinson, of Coweta, says: 

“Tam in favor of selling everything but the 
realtv. Sell the rolling stock—lease the 
toalty.”’ 

Mr. O’Neill’s amendment is an important 
one, and will probably be adopted. It pro- 
vides tha’ the legislature in joint session shall 
examine the bids and award the lease. This 
does away with the middle men in the present 
bill, and rests the responsibility directly upon 
the !egis’ature. The idea is one that meets 
with general favor. 

“Therg@isa ponular demand,” said a promi- 
ment meuiber of ithe house, not on the com- 
mitice, “ihat this should be done. The people 
generally are distrustinul of these boards. They 
were never satistied with that feature in the 
awarding of the present lease. They want 
their iminediate representatives to be responsi- 
ble for the lease. That amendinent, I think, 
Will ceriaiily be adopted.’’ 

Mr. Gienn, of Whitfield, said yesterday: 

“fam going tosubinit a minority report on 
the bill.” 

*“THlow do you purpose to amend it?” 

“#“First, that the road shall not be leased toa 
Competitive svstem, nor to any corporation 
controlling a eompetitive system. Other things 
being equal, a Georgia corporation composed of 
Georgia:s shall be gifen the preference over 
one composed of foreign capitalists. 

“In the:second piace, section 3 must be 
amended so as te ayoid a declaration as to the 
rights of tiie present lessees, and not commit 
the state to cdo anyth.wig when it is not certain, 
by any ineaun?, that she wili be able to do it.” 

The armnenscinient proposed by Mr. Simmons 
is an important one—a midway course between 
that proposed in the substitute bill and that pro- 
posed by Mir. O Neill, as to who shall examine 
the bids and award the lease. The bill pro- 
Vides that this shall be done by the governor, 
comptro!ler-general, secretarv of state, treas— 
arer, attornev-general, president of the senate 
and speaker of the house. Mr. O'Neill says it 
should be done by the legislature. 

“It strikes me,’’ said Mr. Simmons, ‘‘that as 
the question isa purely business one, it could 
be best determined by a commission elected by 
the legislature for tliat special purpose. Say 
make up the commission of the governor, as 
the bids will require his official signature, the 
attorney-generail to determine the legality of 
the bids, an experienced railroad man and two 

ood business nicn, the last three to be elected 

y the legisiature. Ex-oflicio boards are too 
often unjustiv regarded as ‘rings,’ while aima- 
jority of the board being elected by the legisia- 
ture, the menibers of which are more direcily 
responsible to the people, no such accusation 
could be nade against it.” 

Nr. Wes', of-llabersham,’said vesterdayv: 

“T shall introduee an amendment sothat the 
Jease shiall be for not less than fifty years. it’s 
better for the state, asa business proposition, 
and it takes t!« matter ont of politics. 

“Tam with ©’ Neill in hisamendment to have 
the legislature, and net an intermediate board, 
award the lease. Tle people want it done that 
way.” 

Mr. Olive said: 

“Sections i and 3 ought to be amend- 
ed. I woi ttaik further about it for publica- 
tion pow, but I shall propose to amend those

ATLANTA A PLEASURE RESORT. 

Forty Thousand Dollars Will Be Spent in Purchas- 
ing Grounds and Making Improvements—A 
Magnificent Hotel, and Everything Else in Pro~ 
portion —$123,000 Already Subscribed.

Atlania is to have another pleasure park. 

This one will be located at Ponce de Leon, 
and will be thirty acres in extent. 

For a long time it has been believed that a 
park convenient to north Atlanta was needed, 
and when Peters park was projected it was to 
meet this want. But that having failed of its 
original purpose, the question has beeu again 
agitated, and the result is the commencement 
of active work in the organization of a stock 
company to perfect the park.

Already $15,000 have been subscribed, this 
amount being raised in less than three hours 
yesterday morning. 

Negotiations looking to the purchase of the 
grounds with the present improvements have 
The owners, recognizing 
the immense advantage tobe derived from 
such a park, have agreed to sell the whote 
property at the exact amount which they paid 
for it eight vears ago. It was the original in- 
tention of the owners to carry out this park 
idea, and the ground has been surveyed and 
reserved with that end in view. 

The remainder of the $40,000 is expected to 
be raised within the next ten days, as all who 
have been approached so far are in hearty 
sympathy with the movement.

THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


WHICH HAS EXAMINED THE TREAS- 
URER AND COMPTROLLER 


Makes Its Report to Both Branches of the Legis- 
lature—The Excellent Condition in Which 
They Found the State’s Affairs—Some Interest- 
ing Figures. 


The sensation about the capito] yesterday 
was the report of the committee on the condi- 
tion of the treasuzer’s and comptroller generai’s 
offices. 

The committee has been at work curing the 
vacation and has made athorough and exlaus- 
tive report. 

The members of the committee were Sena- 
tors Bartlett and Bradwell and Representatives 
Gerdon, J. D. Harre]l and Hand. 

The report states that the committee spent 
ten days last May in examining every item and 
voucher in both the ofiices, footing up the fig- 
ures in all the books, counting the cash and 
taking an inventory of the state’s assets in the 
hands of the treasurer, the examination em- 


bracing the time between October Ist, 1887, and 


the 12th of May, 1889. Tie committee also 
under cach voucher, inquired under what law 
each sum had been paid out. 

‘We also counted the cash in the treasurer’s 
office on the 15th day of May,’’ says the report. 
‘We first obtained from the comptroller gene- 
ral the amount of cash, that, aecerding to his 
books should be in the treasury, which showed 
the amount of $445,119.88. This amount was 
verified by us and found to be correct. We as- 
certained that there was in the vault, in cur- 
rency $15,000, silver $2,500, cash in tbe till, 
$1,411,99; mutilated currency, $0.00; vouch- 
ers for amounts paid maimed soldiers, 39.755 ; 
schoo! commissioner’s orders, $6,5051.25; bonds 
and conpons $36.449.95; amount in depository 
$205,315.14; advanced to civil establishment, 
$11,556.46; advanced to furnishing committee 
on the capitol, $25.50; expense account, 
$240.59. 

“We also examined the assets of the state, as 
mentioned in said report. We found 186 shares 
of Georgia Railroad aud Baukipg company's 


stock, 440 shares Southern and Atlantic Tele- - 


grapli company’s stock, bonds of the Marictta 
and North Georgia LKailroad company, 
$66,235.25, and shares of the bank of the state 
of Georgia, shares of the bank of Augusta, and 
the shares of the Atlantic and Gulf Railroad 
company, as contained in said report of the 
treasurer, in the treasury, which last men- 
tioned assets we find to be worthless, 

A DUPPICATE BOND OF SUSPICIOUS CHARACTER. 

‘Inour examination of the office of the 
treasurertwe found that under the act of May 
Ist, 1872, there were issued 700,000 worth of 
bonds, but that of this amount only $507,500 
were ever issued and sold. ‘There were not 
sold of this issue 8392,500, which bonds are 
in the treasury and they are cancelled. Of 
those cancelled bonds we find thirty-six $1,000 
bonds numbering from i74 to 200, inclusive; 
five numbering from 268 to 272; 200 numbering 
from 391 to 500. Of the denomination 
of £500 we find one numbered 39, and 
302 bonds numbering from % to 
400. In the batch of these cancelled 
bonds we find one numbered 103 for 41,000, all 
the coupons intact and c ees but we were 
presented by Dr. A. W. Calhoun, of the city 
of Atlanta, with a dupli sat bond of number 

i93, upon which, by reference to tbe treasurer’s 
bond-book, we ascertained that the interest 
thereon had been paid since the first day of 
July, 1884. This bond appears to-have been 
registered by Dr. Calhoun on the 2ith of May, 
184. The present treasurer, on an examina- 
tion of his office and whilst conipicting a list 
of the bonds of the state in his bond-bcok, 
ascertained the facts we bave here set out 
in reference to said bond, nuinber 183, and that 
that nuinber of the issue was in the treasury 
and cancelled and he declined to further pay 
the interest. We have been wnable to ascer- 
tain how it was that this duplicate bond was 
taken from the office, or by Whom; nor were 
we able to ascertain whether there were more 
than one duplicate of this serics. A 
suspicious and singular fact attachedj to 
this bond is thatno demand has ever been 
made upon the state treasurer for the payment 
of the past due coupons therecn from 1872 to 
he time when it was claimed that it Was issued 
until 1884, when it was purchased by the pres- 
ent owner. He is free from all blamein the 
matter and is no doubt a bona fide owner of 
the same, but was unable to inform us certain- 
lv and definitely from. whom he purchased it. 
Your committee submit these faets sd that such 
action way be taken on it as youdeem proper.”’ 

The committee recommend an amend- 
ment of the refunding law se as to perfect the 
provision for applying the sinking fund to the 
public debt. They also suggest that the 
method of keeping past due coupons and paid 
up bonds be made more safe and secure by 
amending the law prescribing the manner of 
keeping them. 

The report says that the committee had con- 
iderable difficulty in ascertaining by wliat law 
r alithority many items not embraced under 

the general or special appropriation bills had 
been paid cut, though the treasurer showed a 
remarkable and accurate know ledge of the 
laws under which money had _ been paid out, 
and they did not say a single item had been 
paid out without authority, but that this diffi- 
culty may hereafter be av erted and the legisla- 
ture and the people may know d&@tinit ely 
to what purposes the money of the state fs 
appropriated and paid out, and that the treas- 
urer may at all times be able easily to know 
the law which makes the ap propriatioh he is 

called on to pay, they were of the opinion that 
the general appropriation bilis should specify 
all the annual amounts ‘or every purpose and 
the laws under which each is authorized, and 
they brought in a bill to carry out this sugges- 
tion. 

The commlttee thought there were too 
many journals printed and at too much ex- 
pense, and brought in a bill Jimiting them to 
500 copies. They found that the railroads did 
not pay their taxes promptly and brought inea 
bill to fine delinquent railroads, $500 after Oc 
tober Ist. 

Animprovementin the method of redemntion 
for wild lands sold for taxes is suggested tothe 
effect that the custody funds and decision on 
evidence of ownership in such cases be trans- 
ferred from the sheriff to the attorney-general 
and the treasurer.

FULTON COUNTY’S COMMISSIONERS. | 


Mr. O’Neill’s Bill to Elect Them Passed the 
House. 

Mr. O'Neill's county commissioner bill has 
passed the house. 

The bill came up yesterday morning and 
passed without any opposition, It is local to 
Fulton county and is of decided interest to the 
people of Atlanta and the county. 

The bil provides that from and after its 
passage elections shal! take place as follows: 

The successors of the two commissioners 
whose terms expire April Ist, 1890. shall be 
elected by the grand jury meeting in the spring 
term, 1590, toserve until] January Ist, 181. 

The successors of the two .commissioners so 
selected, as well as the successor of the com- 
missioner whose term expires April 1st, 1591, 


Shall be elected on the first Wednesday in Oc- 


tober, 1899, Ly the duly qualified voters of Ful- 
ton county on the same day that members of 
the legislature shall be elected, and in the 
same manner. 

The two commissioners succeeding the two 
appointed by the grand* jury to serve until 
January 1, 1891, shall hold office for three 
years, beginning January 1. 1891. 

The commissioner elected to succeed the 
cOmmissioner whose term expires April 1, 
1601, shail hold office until January 1, 154. 

The eleciion for the successors of the two 
commissioners whose terms expire April 1, 
1892, shall take place on the first Wednesday 
in October, 1891, at a special election to be 
called by the ordinary, giving thirty days’ no- 
tice. The two commissioners so elected sha!) 
Lo!d office until January 1, 1895. 

Thereafter, as the terms of the commission- 
ers shall expire, their suécessors shall be elect 
ed on the first Wednesday in October preceding 
the expiration of such terms, and shall hold 
office for three years, counting from January 
Ist following. 

The elections for county commissioners to 
be governed by the same rules as govern the 
election of members of the gencral assembly. 

Of the two commissioners appointed by the 
first grand jury to succeed the commissioners 
whose terms expire April 1, 1890, one shall be 
not a resident of any chartered city or town in 
Fulton county, and his successor perpetually 
thereafter is not to be a resident of a town or 
city.

KEEP IT HOLY: 


THE SEVENTH DAY ADVENTISTS AND 
THE SABBATH. 


A Minister of the Church Talks of the Persecutions 
They Have to Undergo in Different States— 
They Will Ho!d Campmeetings. 


“We are persecuted, our preachers are shot 
at, and our followers putin jail because we 
keep holy the seventh day instead of the first 
day of the week.’ 

It was the Rey. J. O. Corliss who made this 
remark. He was seated yesterday in the hall 

of the Markham house,and was telling of some 
of the trials and dangers that the Seventh Day 
Adventists have to bear with. 

“Our faith,’’ he continued, ‘‘only differs 
from that of other denominations in two re- 
spects. First and foremost, we believe in tho 
strict construction of thetourth command- 
ment, which requires the observance of the 
seventh day. Wehold that tho term Jewish 
Sabbath as. applied to the weekly rest day, 
are names ‘of human invention, unscriptural 
in fact and false in meaning. In short, we be- 
lieve that there is but one Sabbath, and that 
is the? Sabbath of the Lord thy God. The 
second pointon which we differ from other 
religious bodies, isin the belief of the final 
utter extinction 1of the wicked, and that the 
dead lie in ‘silence, inactiv ity and unconsci- 
ousness until the resurection.’ 

“Are yvou persecuted for your faith through- 
out the country ?”’ 

“No indeed, we are not. 
three states wiere we are interfered with by 
law, namely, Georgia, Tennessee and Penn- 
syivania. Everywhere else we are respected 
because the adventists are a hard working, in- 
dustrious people, and their religion makes 
them the best citizens and the wost patriotic 
ones that can be feund. 

‘Who are the peopie who persecute you? 

“T am sorry to say it is the members of the 

other churches who give us the most trouble. 
Butit isthe bigoted and ignorant part of the 
con gregations. Of course the world): ngs don’t 
sare Whether we ever worship or not, and the 
Dotter educated peopte in the other churches 
recognize our right to celebrate the Sabbath 
whan we think right so long as we don’t dis- 
turb others,’ 

“ fad hat forms do the nersecutions tuke ¢ 

“Well, asa rule some fanatic will lay round 
watching until he secs oneof our people doing 
some lig ht work on Sunday. Then the case is 
presented to the grand jury, and the adventist 
is tined for doing what he considers his duty. 
There is a case in point near Atlanta, and [ 
am. going to see the man_ today. His 
name is Conklin. Some Boa his 
neighbors saw him chepping wood on 
Sunday, and at once preferred charges against 
him. He is now out on bail until September, 
when he will be tried. It isa hard case because 
he may either be fined or sent to the chain- 
gang or both, and he has really done nothing 
wrong. Mr. King’s, of Tennessee, is a still 
harder case. He was seen ploughing on Sun- 
day, arrested and fined for a. misdemeanor. 
Afterwards he was ncticed chopping wood and 
the grand jury’s atteution was called to the 
inatter. They indicted him and now he is out 
on bail and will be tried next fall.’ 

“Do your Opponents ever resort to violence ?”’ 

“They do, indeed. Only two weeks ago

when the house was surrounded by a mob and 
twenty shois fired at him.
